activities in the Nevada oil field last 
week centered upon C B & F Petrol- 
eum Company's William Ilaynie No. 
1 on the John R. Lewis lease in the 
southwest corner of southwest quarter 
of northeast quarter of Section 5-14-20, 
bottomed at 1,180 feet with casing set 
six feet in the Naeatosh sand. 


The plug was drilled Monday and, 


after the bailer had made three trips in 
the hole, strong gas pressure began 
blowing oil, water and sand over the 
top of the 120-foot derrick. The well 
ran wild for 48 hours until the op- 
erators installed a gate valve, bring- 
ing the well under control Wednes- 
day. This well caused more excite- 
ment than has been experienced since 
the discovery well was brought in by 
Ames & Zinyg in 1922. and gave indi- 
cations of being a real gusher. While 
ihe gas pressure continued unabated, 
operators and scouts hourly changed 
their estimates of the oil flow, ranging 
from 300 to 2,000 barrels a day.

j which France is pledged to protect.

Such an action would necessitate 


calling up special reserve forces, re- 
inforcement of fortifications on the 
German fornticr, and manning of an- 
tiaircraft defenses as a "precaution- 
ary" measure. There is, it was em- 
phasized, no question of general mo- 
bilization. 


Paris Pessimistic 


Official circles were pessimistic re- 


garding chances of favorable action by 
General Franco. They said lie cannot 
very well tell any Germans to get out 
of Morocco, because they are believed 
to have provided essential aid in the 
drive against Madrid. 


"The Reich may ex|>ect a powerful, 


energetic thrust" from Britain and 
France if Germany continues "madly 
lo play this dangerous game," the Petit 
Parisicn declared. 


Reports were that 8,000 German sol- 


diers, supposedly en route to Ceuta 
had been sent to Rio de Oro, Spanish 
West African possession because of 
French alarm.

No Flu Epidemic^ 


Officials Declare 


3,993 for the Past Week 


—137,942 in 1928 and 


90,051 in 1932 


WASHINGTON—(/P)—Surgeons of the 


United States Public Health Service 
scouted Sunday a belief that an epi- 
demic of influenza is sweeping the 
country. Cases of influenza may have 
increased in recent weeks in certain 
sections, including some large cities, 
they said, but the total number in the 
country is only a fraction of those 
which occurred 
in such epidemic 


years as 1928 and 1932. "We see nothing 
to get excited about," they said. 


The number of cases reported dur- 


ing the week which ended January 
2 was 3,993 for the entire country- 
During the corresponding week of 1928 
there were 137,942 cases and the 1932 
corresponding period 90,051 were re- 
ported. 


Officials said that despite intensive 


scientific research in recent years the 
questions of "flu" occurrence and 
transmission have not been answered. 
To date the agency which causes the 
disease is still one of the mysteries of 
.science known only as a "filterable 
virus"—a substance not distinguishable 
under the highest maginifcation of a 
licroscopc and capable 
of 
passing 


irough porcelain filters. 
Health reports from the League of 
fations indicate, officials said, that 
;ic present outbreak of flu is occurring 
Iso in London, Berlin, Copenhagen 
nd other European cities. Such sim- 
iltaneous occurrences also are unex- 
ilainablc except by the supposition 
hat the disease spreads from person 
o person over wide areas due to direct 
ontact as the result of modern rapid 
transportation. 
Another possible explanation was 


seen in the recent report of Dr. C. 
Vleicr of the United States Department 
of Agriculture on the collection of 
wcteria spores from the upper atmos- 
phere during the flight of the slratos- 
ihercballoon Explorer II on November 
U, 1935.

;ion of the spread of organisms which 
cause disea'.ses c,l' plants and animals, us 
well as a basis for understanding why 
identical species of micro-organisms 
are constantly found m widely-sep- 
arated parts of the world."

Blood of Woman Contains Fewer Red Cells Than 


Does That of Man

cells in each cubic millimeter. The 
btood of woman contains 4,440.000 to 
5JJS&.QCO in each cubic millimeter. The 
body of a woman is Smaller and obvi- 
ously demands fewer red cells in the 
circulation than does the body of a 
man.

"Devil Island" is just a small-time 
jail compared with the "big business" 
going on at San Quentin. 


The latter requires two immense 


dining rooms, one seating 3,000 men, 
the other 2,000, to feed its inmates. No 
cafeteria routine delays meals. The 
prisoners are waited on at their 
tables nnd an orchestra plays for all 
maals except breakfast. 


Once each day the diners get beans.

Then a cham- 
pion arose In Spain in the person 
of Gumcrsindo de Azcarate, pro- 
fessor of comparative law at the 
University of Madrid. 


After 
15 years of his efforts, 


Spain in 1903 founded the Insti- 
tute for Social Reform, of which 
Azcarate soon became president. 
He held this office, until his death 
in 1917, fostering 
legislation on 


behalf of working women and 
children, and gelling better work- 
ing conditions for all. He fa- 
vored councils for industrial con- 
ciliation, succeeded in improving 
housing for the poor, and insti- 
tuted a system of factory inspec- 
tion. 


So highly admired was lie that 


he was sought by both employers 
and employes as arbitrator in in-

dustrinl disputes. 
He died at the 
age of 77.
